Aged Resident Sees Home He 
Built 34 Years Ago Go 
Under Hammer 


San Francisco. —- Because’ Mrs. 
diizabeth Harley of 3019 Sacramen- 
te street was fifteen minutes late re- 
turning with the money to meet her 
bid on the James Geary property at 
2370 Sutter street, put up at auc- 
tion, the little house that Geary 
built thirty-four years ago with his 
own hands fell to*the/Security Sav- 
ings Bank in satisfaction of the 
judgment of $2,368.14 obtained by 
the bank against C. D. Meloy, ad- 
ministrator of the estate of Emily P. 
Geary, and against James Geary, hear 
widower, and Hazlitt Lee Belton, her 
grandson. 

The little house was sold at auc- 
tion at the Polk street entrance of 
the City Hall, while Geary, 81 years 
old, waited on a bench in the Civic 
Center plaza to learn what happened. 
Mrs. Harley was the successful bid- 
der, offering $2,500 for the property. 
It was necessary for her to go to 
the bank for the money, and she was 
allowed until 1:45 o'clock to return. 


Court Commissioner Martin P. Bru- 
ton, who conducted the auction, 
wailed until 2 o'clock, and then, 


since Mrs. Harley had not returned, 
reopened the auction. The bank re- 
peated its bid and was awarded the 
property.

Five Men Arrested When Federal 


HOUSER IS CLEARED 
SAYS PALMER 


Agents and Police Raid Motel , {Spokane Grand ‘Jury Profiteering 


San Francisco.—In a raid upon 
the D'Olorono Hotel at 65 Columbus 
avenue, May 14th, the Federal au- 
thorities and the petice found nar- 
cotics valued at more than $5),000 
and nearly five hundred gallons of 
wine, whisky and gin. Five men 
were arrested by the policc. They 
are: Peter Sahores, John Nelson, 
Camille Pardie and John Orogten. 

With the discovery, the IF 2iera? 
operatives believe the center of a 
wholesale drug ring has been found. 
The place has been under the eye of 
the authorities for some time.’ 

According to the police, the liquor 
was kept in a small room between 
the barber shop and Lhe hotel iobby. 

The narcotics were found in a 
large trunk in the basement. 

The five men were charged with 
violating the national prohibition 
act, the Harrison narcotic act and 
he Internal Revenue laws. The raid 
was conducted by A. A. Elliott of 
the Internal Revenue Department; 
J. W. Smith, customs service; In- 
spectors Otto Thompson and William 
Lyons.

SHIPPING BOARD PUTS: ’ 


563 813 TONS ONPACIFIG 


Within the past nine months the 
United States Shipping Board has | 
put 563,813 deadweight tons of! 
shipping in the Pacific, has estab- 
lished a coastwise service of 16 ves- | 
sels in the Far East, running from 
North China to Calcutta, and has| 


arranged for the addition of 14 big 
passenger lines to trans-Pacific 
trade, according to an announcement 
of the board’s office. 


The Far East coastwise service is 


unique in that none of the vessels 
touchvat an American port and it 
is as distinctively Far Eastern as if 


it were being operated by China, 
India or Japan. The object of this 
service is to supply ‘‘feeders’’ for 
the trans-Paciffé routes — recently 
established or'added to by the Ship- 
ping Board in the allocation of ves- 
sels to American Pacific ports. The 
boats operate on tha, routes lateral 
to the transoceanic routes, serving 
the same purpose as railroad short 
lines connecting with overland busi- 
ness.

New routes created or added to 
by the Shipping Board on the Pa- 
cific in the last nine months are: 

San Francisco to Singapore, Cey- 
lon, Straits Settlements; Portland to 


North China ports; saround the 
world, starting from San Francisco 
and Japanese, Chinese and Indian 


points, going through the Suez canal 
to European points and thence to 
the Atlantic; Puget Sound points to 
San Francisco, San Pedro. and 
through the canal to European 
points; Puget Sound to New Zealand 
and ‘Australia. 

These routes have meant the em- 
ployment of 25 Shipping Board 
boats clearing out of San Francisco, 
four out of Los Angeles, 23 out of 
Seattle and 12 out of Portland. The 
14 passenger boats, the first of 
which will be put on about Sept. 1, 
will be in addition @o those noted. 
These passenger liners, which will 
be. palatial, will clear out of Puget 
Sound points and San Francisco and 
will all be used on the Far Eastern 
routes. 

A regular route between Puget 
Sound points and Sah Francisco and 
the west coast of South America is 
in contemplation.

Charges Unsupported, Report 
He Gets 


Washington. — Federal investiga- 
tion has not sustained charges that 
Max H..Houser, second vice presi- 
dent of the United States Grain Cor- 
poration, had used his office to man- 
ipulate grain prices and reap im- 
mense profits, Attorney General Pal- 
mer announced May 13th. 

The investigation was made at 
Houser’s request after a Spokane 
Grand Jury had made public accusa- 
tions, although it returned no in- 
dictment. United States Attorney 
Humphreys of Portland, Ore., was 
designated to conduct the investiga- 
tion, and his findings, together with 
a report by George R. Mayo, special 
accountant for the Department of 
Justice, were made public by Palmer. 

Humphreys summed up the results 
of his examination in the staleinent 
that the Grand Jury’s charges ‘‘were 
without foundation in fact’. 

“IT find that Houser, personally, 
nd through his milling companies, 
did not make immense profits,” 
Humphrey stated. ‘‘The profits were 
small. There was no violation of 
law, no improper use by Houser of 
his position, and no _ evidence of 
manipulations of wheat prices by 
officials of the grain corporation. 
On the contrary, the evidence indi- 
cates that Houser sacrificed his time 
and business to the grain corpora- 
tion.” 

The Grand Jury report accused 
Houser of having caused the publi- 
cation of articles saying that unless 
armers sold their wheat they would 
be liable to prosecution. Humphreys 
said such an article had been pub- 
lished, but that there has been no 
evidence showing Houser had ‘in- 
spired or approved it.” 

All newspapers in zone No. 10, of 
which Houser had charge, were ad- 
vised by hini immediately that the 
article was erroneous, the repoit 
said. 

Net profits of the Pacific Grain 
Company and the Portland Flouring 
Mills Company, both owned by 
Houser, were said by Mayo to have 
been equal to 4 4-5 per cent of the 
invested capital for the period cov- 
ered in the Grand Jury charges. He 
added that his investigation dis- 
closed no foundation for the charge 
that ‘‘half a dozen concerns” own 21] 
of the milling industry in the North. 
west, citing the record of Federal 
licenses issued to 273,000,000 cor- 
porations ‘‘with 232 different own- 
ers.”

Los Angeles.—George 
28 years old, said to have been at 
one time an inmate_of a_ hospital 
for the insane, confessed, the police 
announced, that he had killed H. J.
